THE DISASTROUS FLOODS. 

Itnatton In CTnciunatl-rront Street 
Thveatwned With Inundation 
CiitcimtATi, O., Dec. an. -At a 1st* hour 
the stage of water lu the Ohio River was 
forty-tsvo feet, and rising at the rate of 
four inches on hour. The Licking is still 
rising, but with much leas force than 
twelve hours ago. The Kanawha Is also 
still on the rise. The signal officer at this 
point stares that the prospects are good 
for a continued thaw in the Ohio Valley, and 
that the river at this point will attain a 
depth of from forty-fire to fifty feet,

Mill Creek, in the western portion of the 
city, ties overflowed Its banks as far as 
lackland, doing great damage. 

' exander Rogue and Dennis Humphrey, 
of the four men who were carried 
i the river on the Licking coal 
Urge, turned up Tuesday, having by some 
chance managed to get ashore near Willow 
Run, but the rest were taken down the 
stream, apparently on an errand of death. 
There Is but little delay to railway trarel, 
and trains on all roads are running as 
usual. Officials of roads running along" 
the river say it will take a fifty -foot rise 
to stop travel, which they hardly look for, 
aa many small streams are fast running 
out.
